Montreal, Mareh 11 Constable 
Honore Bourdon was shot to death 
and Constable August Guyon was fa 
tally wounded while trying to arrest 
four burglars in a sleigh on the out- 
skirts of the city this morning. 

Three arrests were made this fore- 
noon, following the hunt immediate 
ly instituted by the police. The names 
are unknown, but one ts believed to 
be suspected of having been the driv- 
er of the murderers’ sleigh, 

The shooting followed the discovery 
of a robbery at St. Laurent Chief 
LeCavallier, of St. Laurent, was _ in- 
formed that the store of Biau Broth- 
ers had beén brokeh into, and got on 
the seene jin time to pursue the ch- 
riole holding a perty of fotrr’ men and 
a driver 

He and his two officers were unable 
to overtake the sleigh ,though they 
fired on the gang So Chief LeCav- 
allier hurried to the nearest telephone 
and informed the Montreal police.
